Germ any’s supreme effort to break the allied front in the west 
apparently »a no nearer accomplishrm.nt today than it was on the day 
the great drive started, and she is estim ated to have lost 400,OOO men 
in the* futile effort during less than a w eek’s fighting. 
She has not given up the attempt, however, the advices from 
the front indicating that her forces are massed for a drive in the re­ 
gion of Roye and Noyon in an effort to break through there as a 
prelim inary to a rolling up process either to the north or to the 
south. 
As against the chances of her accomplishing this purpose may 
be counted the factor of forewarning 
for tne allies. 
There seems no doubt now as to where the heaviest hammer 
stroke is to fall and the opportunity 
is offered of disposing of the vast 
allied reserve forces to meet it— an opportunity lacking in the 
ear­ 
lier stages of the drive. 
The entente line. as it now runs, with 
British, French and Am ericans standing together, presents 
an 
un­ 
broken front throughout the battle area.

Conflict Rages Furiously. 
British Headquarters in France, March

Press).— The Germans last night continued their 
furious 
onslaught 
southwestward from Ham against the allied defenses in the legion of 
Roye and Noyon, having slewed down in their attem pt to cut through 
the British line. 
Hard fighting occurred last night about Albert. Large 
enemy forces pushed forward toward the place .but at last accounts 
the British were holding them doggedly at this possible gateway to 
Amiens. 
The conflict in the sector around Roye and Noyon appears 
to be of great importance. 
From the many indications the German 
higher command is attem pting to split the allied front there and start 
a rolling up process either way. 
From the average o« casualties in the various German units as 
given by prisoners one arrives at the conclusion the German emperor 
has lost 50 per cent of these men since he gave the signal for the ad­ 
vance. 
The Germ ans have now reclaim ed virtually all territory they 
claimed at the Battle of the Somme in 
1916. 
At some places they 
have not taken the old ground, but at other points they have over 
stepped it. 
Yesterd ay’s statem ent of the British reported it was es­ 
tablished over seventy divisions of Germ ans have been in the battle.
